This will bring the strength of the 
Untted States arnty on that date up 
to practically 1,000,000 men. 
Brigadier General Crowder, provost 
marshal general, dispatched the fol­ 
lowing telegram to the governors of 
the abates today, cautioning them to 
make certain that the first one-third of 
their quota of the first increment of 
registered men is ready in time: 


New regulations govern In* mob­ 
ilization and the certitieavtou iff * 
men from district boards to ad 
jutunts general will be mailed to 
you on August, 9. 
In the mean- - 
time, local boards should certify 
to district boards dally those who 
have been caBed and who have 
not been exempted or discharged 
either because they failed to file 
any claim or because their claim 
has been decided adversely. 
Strict compliance with this rule 
is necessary, since on September 
1 the war department will call 
for not to exceed one-third of the 
quota from each state to be en­

Unless we wish to be 
put in a position of not furnish­ 
ing men as fast as the 'war de­ 
partment Is ready to receive them, 
each state should have accumu­ 
lated by September 1 a minimum 
of one-third of its quota not ex­ 
empted or discharged.
